MmiBSVliXE, Pa., April 81.—Tht» 


town, which is situated about four 
miles from Pottsville, is greatly excited 
over a horrible accident that occurred 
late yesterday afternoon at the Lytle 
colliery, whereby ten or twelve men are 
said to have lost their lives by the 
flooding of the mine with an Immense 
body of water that burst through the 
old workings. It Is said that the acci- 
dent occurred just about the time the 
shifts were changing. The exact num- 
ber of men drowned and their names 
cannot be given. 


It Is authentically announced by the 


colliery officials that eight men met 
their death by the disaster, Among the 
names given out are Miners Dolbin, 
Bell and Buggy.

curred is a new coal operatic n that is 
being opened upon an immense scale by 
the LytlcCoal Co., an incrrporated com- 
pany, the principal stockholders of 
which are the Pennsylvania railroad of- 
ficials and Scranton capitalists. 


The works are located on Primrose 


mountain, several miles northwest of 
Mlnersvllle, and taps the great Wolf 
Creek colliery, which has laid Idle for 
som e years owing to the large accumu- 
lation of water.

to Hoosic for particulars. The reply 
came thnt it could not be told how 
many men were drowned, but that be- 
sides the American miners there were a 
largo number of Italian and Hungarian 
laborers at work inside, and it is 
thought now that at least six of them 
are ulso drowned. 
They oould not 


say, really, where the water came 
from, but they were surrounded on all 
sides with water and whilst their sur- 
veyors and bosses were very careful 
somebody had evidently blundered. 
There were several score of men inside 
lit the time und some of these swam 
out, while others are said to have been 
hoard talking as if they had reached a 
hlgu point above the water.

CROP REVIEW. 


Progress of Spring Work—A Favorable 


Outlook. 


CHICAGO, April 21. — This week's 


Farmers' Review will say that spring 
work is in full blast In most of the 
states covered by the report, though in 
some of the more northern states the 
work has been greatly delayed by rain. 
In Illinois oats are being everywhere 
sown and some spring wheat. In Ohio 
and Indiana these two crops, with the 
addition of the potato crop, are being 
put in, but little other seeding lias been 
done. In Kentucky spring wheat and 
potatoes are in and corn is being 
planted. In Kansas spring wheat and 
oats have been sown and the same is 
true of Nebraska and Iowa. In Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and the Dakotas lit- 
tle seeding has yet been done. The 
condition of the water supply is good in 
nearly every county reported in all of 
the states, with probably not a half 
dozen exceptions, and these are mostly 
in Wisconsin. The condition of the 
winter wheat 1s as follows: 


In Illinois about 45 per cent, of the 


correspondents report the condition as 
good, the same number report fair and 
the others poor. 


In Indiana 40 per cent, report the 


condition as good, 85 per cent, report 
the condition as bail and 30 per cent, 
report the outlook bad. 


In Ohio 33 per cent, report good, 51 


per cent, report fair and the others re- 
port poor. 
Ashlan'l county reports 


that the wheat went into winter quart- 
ers in bad condition, and is now not 
more than half a prospective crop. In 
Butler county the crop was much im- 
proved by warm rains- the first of the 
month; the weak plants got a good 
start 
and with favorable weather 


will yet do well in most fields. In 
Miami county the crop was badly 
frozen out, und some fields are being 
sown to oats. In Monroe county the 
crop looks very fine and there is enough 
rain to make it grow right along. In 
Pike county the late freeze injured 
wheat considerably. On clay land the 
plant is very poor and can't make 
more than half a crop, but on sandy 
soil the outlook is better. In Trumbnll 
county the crop looks well In some lo- 
calities and very bad In others. 


In Michigan 45 per cent, of the corre- 


spondents report the condition as good, 
35 per cent, report fair, and 20 per cent, 
report bad. St. Joseph reports that on 
clay ground the condition is poor, but 
on sandy noil it is improving. Mont- 
calm reports that the condition is now 
near an average, and that it has im- 
proved rapidly since last month, when 
It appeared about dead. InKalamazoo 
county the plant looks fairly well, but 
some fields have been injured by the 
Hessian fly. 


In Kentucky 64 per cent, of the corre- 


spondents report the outlook as good, 
28 per cent, report fair and the others 
poor. 


In Missouri 25 per cent, report con- 


dition as ijoocl, !15 per cent, report the 
condition us fair, and the reinaider bad. 
LaFayette county reports that the early 
sown looks well. Where wheat was 
sown late on corn land tbe ground is 
bare and some of it has been plowed 
up. Green county also reports that 
some of the wheat on poor land has 
been plowed up for oats and corn. 


In Kansas 40 per cent, report the con- 


dition good; twenty-four report the out- 
look as fair and tho rest poor 


In Wisconsin only 8 per cent, of the 


correspondents report the condition as 
good; 44 pur cent, report fair and 48 per 
cent poor. 


In Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota and 


the Dakotas, not enough winter wheat 
is reported to cut any great figure in 
the total of the crop.

Jaeder, chief cashier for the great bank- 
ing house o.f the Rothschilds at Frank- 
furt, was ,1 defaulter. According to 
this report Jaeder had succeeded* In de- 
frauding his employers of over 1,000,000 
marks, Inquiries revealed the fact that 
Jaeder has held the position of chief 
cashier for fifteen years. Some tune 
ago he was missing from his post, and 
as time elapsed and he did not appear, 
a partial examination of his books was 
made. This has resulted In a declara- 
tion that he is an absconder. 


The examination of the booku has not 


yet 
been concluded and the exact 


amount of the defalcation is therefore 
not known. No denial has been made, 
however, of the statement that the 
stealings will reach 1,000,000, marks. 
The cashier's office is closed and ex- 
perts have been employed to examine 
and revise all the books of the bank. 
It is said in some quarters that Jaeder 
has the greater part of the stolen money 
in his possession, and that under an 
assumed name he is endeavoring to 
reach a foreign country, most likely 
the United States.

The Cudahays Getting Ready to Repeat 


Their Operations of Two Years 


Ago, But Den>lng All Agency 


in tht Matter. 


CHICAGO, April 31.—Last week it wa»

is "claimed that the Cudahys possess 
the great bulk of May corn and are try- 
ing to squeeze the shorts. John Cudahy 
emphatically denies the report, but the 
opening 
of 
the market 
yesterday 


showed there was considerable nerv- 
ousness among the alleged victims. 
May com closed Tuesday at 42& cents. 
Yesterday morning it opened at 43 
cents, bid. There was very little for 
sale. Two or three lots of 5,000 bushels 
were offered at that figure and about 
the same time 43i< cents was bid in a 
distant part of the pit. Before the 
advance was stopped the market rose 
to 48}^, and then it slumped to 4a?f. A 
firm said to be the Cudahys' brokers in 
the intended squeeze, sold freely when 
corn was at 48 and 4SX, and when tha 
fall came they bought back to some ex- 
tent to retain their grip on the market 
An hour later corn took another drop 
to 41%, but soon rose to 42& QTI buying 
said to have been in the Cudahy Inter- 
est. 


The opinion prevails among some 


traders that the Cudahys are preparing 
to repeat their squeeze of two years 
ago, when they made a pretty penny, to 
the loss, of course, of the shorts. There 
arc some, however, who think this im- 
probable on account of the early date, 
the shorts having time enough to 
escape. At any rate there is a big 
shortage in contract corn. The daily 
inspection shows the day's receipts to 
be 118 cars. Out of that there is but 
one car of contract corn. One cause of 
tho scarcity of contract corn is the re- 
cent creation of the grade known as 
new No. 2. In other years No. 2 was 
accepted as contract grade. 


"They say you are cornering May 


corn?" was remarked to John Cudahy. 


"Nothing in it whatever, I assure 


you. I am not in the squeeze, if there 
be any," answered the big packer. 


"There is a big shortage in corn, 


though," 


"Yes, I know it. I would estimate it 


at 10,000,000 bushels, and it may oc- 
casion some shorts' discomfort before 
the trouble is past. But I have nothing 
to do with it. They lay it to me aa 
they do on anybody else. The reason 
for the shortage is that there is no con- 
tract corn coming in. It is a scarce ar- 
ticle since the creation of that new 
grade, new No. '1. There is not much 
contract corn save as it is made by the 
drying process." 


Michael Cudahy was equally disin- 


clined to acknowledge any knowledge 
in the rumored squeeze. "All I can say 
Is that corn is worth 40 cents a bushel, 
and it is eheap at that. The crop a year 
ago was small and there is a long feed- 
ing season ahead of us yet." 


"But about your connection with the 


corn." 


"As I said before, corn is worth every 


cent of 40 cents a bushel. That's all 1 
can say." 


It is stated that the Cudahys un- 


loaded about 1,000,000 bushels of May 
corn when the market was at its height 
•esterday. 
Quinton, the New York 


iroker, who represents many Wall 
trcet operators and who is said to 
>e also interested in the long end of 
he corn market, bought most of the 
ales made by the Cudahys through 
laldwin & Farnum. 
Kennett, Hop- 


tins & Co. did th« selling for the Cu- 
iahy'8. The statement that JfhnCu- 
,ahy himself was short on May corn 
vas not credited UA 'chango. Hoyden 
& Cc. act for both the packers, and 
.heir interests would idoubtless be m«- 
ual. Boyden & Co. pooh-poohed the 
dea that they wcro manipulating a 
corn deal for tho prckers. Their trad- 
ers, however, never left the corn pit all 
day.

the basement. It is substantially built 
of atone and pressed brick, with a circular 
tower at the corner entrance, and bay 
windows at the right and lett which add 
to'the beauty of the exterior. The base- 
ment and first story are built ot atone, 
the stone carving above the pavement 
being the work of Chicago sculptors. 
Neat stone work ia shown at all the 
windows. 


In the basement directly beneath the 


offloa is the barber shon which is to be 
conducted by Fred Norman; at the 
right of the basement hall IB the office ot 
D. B. Alexander, representing 8tix) 
Kraaee & Co., Cincinnati; south ot the 
barber shop is the baggage department, 
and across the hall ia the hotel water 
closet and wash room. The steam hdat- 
lag apparatus is;|in the Abasement, as ia 
also the laundry department. So com- 
pletely have the plans been perfected 
that there is absolutely no danger ot a 
fire starling in the basement. 


Tbe office on the first floor, at the cor- 


ner, is 45x50 feet, with prettily carved 
oak ceilings. It has a colored tile floor, 
gilt ;&team radiators, a largo fire-place 
and plate glass windows with colored 
glass above each on both fronts. The 
office is at once cheerful and inviting, 
with an abundance ot easy chairs to in. 
vite the guests to rest. The hotel coun- 
ter and desks are in antique oak, and all 
ol tiie office furnishings are ot modern 
style and convenience, 
Book ot the 


counter is tbe big site, and all guests are 
cordially received by Mr, Laux, jolly and 
good-natured, and the clerks, Leroy Wal- 
ton, always polite and prompt, and Mr. 
Sanders, qmet nnd modest. The cloak 
room is off the office, with attentive call- 
boys in uniform iu waiting. South of 
the office is the ladies' entrance, which 
opens into a beautiful room with Boston- 
ese tile floor and fireplace, with toilet 
room off to the left. The passenger and 
baggage elevator, operated by steam, is 
close at hand, in charge of a careful op- 
erator. The wide hall extends to the 
writing and reading room, th» ladies' 
ordinary, private dining room, and the 
general dining room to the right, book 
of which is tbe Kitchen.

HISTORICAL. 


In the course ot a chat with an old 


ciuzan of Deoatnr, the EHPUBLIOAN is 
informed that the first hotel on the St. 
Nick site was built in 1854 by John Bar- 
rel!. Iu 1830 Jack Porter had two frame 
store buildings on the corner, and then 
the old Hsrrell house was a frame, and 
stood facing South Main street, near the 
corner ot Wood. It took fire in Febru- 
ary, 1853, at tbe noon hour, and was 
totally destroyed. Mr. Barrel! at once 
got control of tne north corner fronting 
on the aqnaie and put up the old three- 
story brick hotel building which was torn 
down by Mr. Liux. The contractor for 
Mr. Harrell was George Dempaey, who 
ie still a citizen ot Decatnr. The open- 
ing ot the Harrell House was a great 
event tcr Deoatnr at that time, and 
everybody rejoiced then as we do to-day 
over the opening of the new and larger 
hotel. Mr. H. retired in 1857 and was 
snooaeded by B. H. Cause]!, Henry Stroh 
and Charles A. Henderson, and the name 
of the hotel was changed to the Oaasell 
Home.

pounds aboard the elevator. In 


New York the fastest elevators are in 
the Union Trust company's building on 
Broadway, near Wall street. They shoot 
up or down, carrying 3,000 pounds, at a 
speed of COO feet a minute. When tested 
with lighter weights they have traveled

office buildings in and around New York 
is 800 feet a minute. It is best adapted 
for work, and experience has demon- 
strated that more passengers can be car- 
ried daily in a car going at that speed in 
the ordinary large building than any 
other.
